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The  concentration  of  manufacturing  x/ithin  American  metropolitan  areas 
is  an  existing  and  continuing  phenomenon.  The  antecedents  of  this 
concentration  are  to  be  found,  in  a  majority  of  the  larger  American  metro- 
politan areas,  in  the  concomitant  groxv-th  of  industry  and  urbanization  in 
the  nineteenth  centuryj  this  being  part  of  a  more  generally  recognized 
relationship  existing  in  Western  Europe  and  the  United  States  in  the  period 
folloid.ng  the  Industrial  Revolution.  The  reasons  for  that  groT'fth  have 
been  the  subject  of  critical  evaluation  by,  among  others,  Eric  Lampard 
and  Allan  Pred. 

More  than  one -third  of  all  manufacturing  employees  are  currently  found 
in  the  ten  largest  metropolitan  areas  in  the  United  States.  Despite  this 
spatial  concentration,  relatively  little  analysis  of  the  location  of 
manufacturing  idtliin  the  urban  area  has  been  undertaken,  and  this  is  in 
line  with  the  comparative  neglect  of  studies  concerned  Xvlth  the  location 
of  specific  economic  activities  iriLthin  the  city  or  metropolitan  framework. 
The  lack  of  more  than  a  superficial  and  limited  understanding  of  the  dis- 
tribution of  manufacturing  within  the  urban  area,  and  the  lack  of  economic 
theory  concerned  xriLth  those  distribution  patterns,  leaves  a  broad  gap  in 
the  existing  body  of  urban  studies. 

This  bibliography  provides  some  basis  for  the  consideration  of  this 
locational  pattern.  Its  main  concern  is  the  location  of  manufacturing 
vjithin  urban  areasj  it  includes,  therefore,  studies  concerned  specifically 
vdth  that  topic,  as  well  as  those  vrhich  are  helpful  in  understanding  the 
same.  The  bibliography  concentrates  on  the  allocation  of  space  for 
manufacturing  within  the  urban  area,  and  is  not  concerned  vdth  the  urban 
area  as  a  "point"  in  space.  It  excludes,  therefore,  studies  concerned 
with  the  functional  classification  and  economic  base  of  cities.  It  is 
also  selective  in  that  most  items  are  draxm  from  work  on  North  American, 
European,  or  Australian/New  Zealand  urban  areas. 
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
